Claims 1-7 and 10 are pending in the instant application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-7 and 10 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. Applicant's arguments 
have been found to be persuasive, and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Claim 10 was previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Applicant's amendment has made the claim 
definite, and the rejection is withdrawn.
